Cassvillb Shooting Notes.— Cassvllle, Wla.— Editor Chicago 
Field :—The river Is open at this point. Last Wednesday the 
ducks made tbelr appearance, and for tbe last three days they 
have been flying by here in great numbers. Last Saturday I tried 
my Nichols * Lcfever on them and was well satisfied with my 
success. I never saw as many ducks here before the lakes and 
ponds were open. I have been In our brush lands lately, 
and am well satisfied that the ruff grouse has stood the Winter 
splendidly hr this vicinity. I am also happy to Inform you that 
the cold Winter did not kill off all of our quails. Last Thursday 
night a friend and myself went out to try for a coon, taking but 
one dog, a large bound of mine. We did not dud any coons, 
but we captured a large wildcat, one that had too much pluck to 
take to a tree, but seemed willing to run his chances on a light 
with the dog. The (log soon got bold of tbe cat's throat, aud In 
a very few minutes the battle was over. All tbe Injury tbe dog 
had be got from the cat In bites and scratches, some of which 
show very plainly now, and wllllor days to come. I do not allow 
my dog to fight simply because he can kill. He has killed a 
number of wildcats, all by himself, but the facts are It is a very 
difficult matter to get In a shot or even a blow with a club with¬ 
out striking the dog. About a mile and a half above our village 
there Is a branch fed by many very large springs, so that It Is 
always open. In this branch four mallards have stayed all Win¬ 
ter. I saw two jack snipes on this same branch the 18th of Jan¬ 
uary. This Is the first time that I ever knew a mallard, duck, or a 
jack snipe to spend the Winter In these parts. Some time ago, In 
Bloomington, there was a trial of shot-guns at long range, 
(seventy-five yards). The guns were all 13-gauge guns, and each 
used 1} ounces of No. A soft shot. Tbe gun that came out 
ahead Is a Nichols A Lefever, of 8 pounds and 14 ounces weight. 
The charge need was drachms of Hazard ducking powder, t$ox. 
No. 0 soft shot. L. H. B

Report of the Virginia Commission. 

Io the report for the peet jeer, the commissioner tell* how the 
now nearly barren water* of Virginia once swarmed with fl»h, 
which, by reason of lack of protection, dams, etc., are now no 
longer among the resource* of the.people, and tay*: ' Then, 
ehsd ascended the James to Clifton Forge and Covington, In the 
very heart of the mountains; the Rlvanna and the Rappahannock 
almost to the base of the Blue Ridge—the Roanoke, nearly or 
quite up to Salem, and all along the shores of our rivers were 
profitable fisheries, which sre now abandoned. 
r “ Undoubtedly the annual value of the fisheries of the James 
and Its tributaries, above tide, would at present prices, have 
amounted to many times the entire annual receipts for tolls from 
the present investment of over twelve millions of dollars In the 
Janies river and Kanawha canal, and would bear no small propor¬ 
tion to the value of agricultural products of this valley." 

That the dams on the James river have entirely cut off the 
migratory fishes from the people on thta river and Its branches Is 
a well known fact, and only a few months ago we congratulated 
the people of Virginia on the prospect of their removal under the 
law chartering a railway up the valley. 

There ire twenty-one dame on the river from Richmond to 
Buchanan, a distance of about two hundred miles by water,which 
vary In height from five to thirty-three feet, and the lowest of 
which effectually bar the passage of the shad, sturgeon and ale- 

wife. . .. 

Even the fishes which are not anadromous have gone over the 
dams to return no more, of which the bass is an Instance. They 
were put In Jackson's river above the dam at Clifton Forge, where 
not one la taken now, although there arc thousands below trying 
to ascend. 

The great oyster industry of Virginia receives some attention 
from Commissioner McDonald; the amount of oysters taken an¬ 
nually from Virginia waters has been estimated at from nine to 
twenty million bushels, and average to the producer about thirty 
cents a bushel,while they cost the consumer nearly a dollar. As¬ 
suming the amount annually marketed at the low figure of ten 
millions of bushels, the money value to the oyster men «-Uiree 
million dollars which Is swollen to seven millions by the time they 
reach the consumers’ hands. 

The commissioner compares this with the wheat crop which In 
value averages from six to ten million dollars, and which pays a 
revenue to the slate of *5(1,000 from the 750,000 acres on which 
it Is grown, while the oyster product pays nothing, and says: 

“ When we consider that Virginia has virtually a monopoly of 
the oyster trade, so that any restriction upon production will be 
followed by a rise In price, and when we further consider that 
such restrictions are necessary to perpetuate our oyster industries, 

It Is evident that we may so deal with this question that the en¬ 
hanced value will enable the producer to contribute materially to 
the revenues of the state and yet find his employment remunera¬ 
tive. , 

“ A royalty of five cents per bushel would yield an annual 
revenue of *500,000, which would be paid by the consumer, and 
mainly beyond the limits of the state.” lT , 

He recommends, however, that a careful Investigation should 
proceed legislation, and that steps should be taken to sfecure 
complete Information on the subject. 

There were 300,000 young salmon, Oncorhynchus qulrmat, In 
the hatching bouse this’ Spring, which were to be placed In the 
tributaries of the Rappahannock, James, and Shenandoah rivers, 
and a suitable plate to raise and keep breeding trout Is much 
desired. Over one million young shad were brought from Albe¬ 
marle Sound! In North Carolina, and placed in Virginia waters, 
nearly two million sere hatched on the Rappahannock and 
turned Into that river, while 500,000 were obtained from the U. 
8 . Fish Commission at Havre de Grace. The report further 
says: “The sensible Increase In tbe Rappahannock fisheries, 
whilst all other rivers showed a falling off, was almost certainly 
due to the 1,000,000 hatched and turned loose In Tobago Bay by 
the United States Commission, In 1875." 

A novel mode of taking black bass for stocking streams was 
practiced; one hundred and seventy-nine bass were taken In the 
river Holston by pushing a flat-boat down upon them, Into which 
they jumped. “ Sometimes a large one would clear the boat by 
a flying leap and fall Into the waters above, and one jumped into 
a can standing In the boat.” 

In speaking of the dams, Col. McDonald Is emphatic In de¬ 
nouncing these devices which deprive the people of their cheap 
and wholesome food. He says that: “ We must overcome these 
obstructions by efficient devices, or we must pull them down. It 
la not to be supposed that we will permit ourwaters—once fertile 
areas of production—to remain Impoverished or barren.” 

The report Is accompanied by a resume of all that has been 
done lu the matter of fish hatching and stocking tbe waters 
of the state since the Brat formation of a fish commission, prepared 
by Mr. W. F. Page, and shows a good amount of work done on 
limited appropriations. 

Our Lobster Fisheries and How to Protect Them.

[Read before the American FishcuUural Association.] 

This, like all questions having for their object the best method 
of economizing and preserving our supply of sea food, has become 
not only of great Interest, but of great Importance; and the dis¬ 
cussion of such topics Is looked upon with Increasing Interest 
ffora ytar to year as the necessity for a law In relation to them 
becomes more apparent. With these facts lu view, I esteem It a 
privilege to accept th* Invitation of this association to consider 
briefly the causes of a very apparent decrease In the size of lob¬ 
sters offered for sale In oUr markets. 

The first question seem* to be—What relation the supply bears 
to the demand, and the ability of tbe former to meet the latter, 
In the future as well as tbe present. 

In looking tor a reasonable solution of this problem, an Inquiry 
concerning tbe means taken to provide the supply now, as com¬ 
pared with those taken In former year*,might properly be prefaced 
by a statement of the fact that not as many lobsters are consumed 
now as formerly. A few years ago fifty or sixty trap* per man 
were considered a good number, while at the present time from 
seventy-five to ninety are used, and even with this addition It 
require* twice the number of men to catch tbe same amount of 
lobater*. These facta seem to show the danger of depletion In 
our efforts to keep up the supply, even tf size and quality are dle- 


thls amount without endangering its perpetuity. This calamity, 
however, I think most likely to ensue unless some proper restric¬ 
tions sre enforced, limiting this continual drain. When we 
compare the lobelers seen In the market to-day with those of 
former years, tbe danger becomes still more evident; and It this 
decrease In size goes on, the Industry will, In a short time, become 
of little or no Importance. 

The reply to the oft-repeated question—Why do we not get 
larger lobsters!—must be, We catch them faster than they can 
grow; the smaller the lobsters we retain the smaller will they 
become In the future, and, as a natural consequence, If we con¬ 
tinue Indiscriminate fishing, practical extermination must fol¬ 
low. This ground 1 am anxious to maintain, and wish to have 
some remedy applied to obviate the evil, still, however, permit¬ 
ting a partial supply. 

Before going further I would here give you a brief description 
of the process by which the lobster discards its old shell and as¬ 
sumes a new one: 

Having grown to fill the old shell, a new one begins to form 
under it, at first no more than a film, which, gradually thicken¬ 
ing, becomes In appearance not unlike India rubber. The line 
seen running lengthwise of a lobster's back Indicates the open¬ 
ing point which, when opened, room Is provided for the extraction 
of the tall, together with the legs and bony structure of the body. 
Next comes the Interesting, but apparently difficult, operation of 
drawing the large claws through the small Joints by which they 
are connected to tbe large body or trunk; but this Is accom¬ 
plished by a beautiful yet simple provision of nature, vl*., the 
decay of a portion of the 6hell, thereby forming a larger aperture. 
The place Is Indicated by an oval spot, seen on the inside of the 
first Joint of the arm. This done the animal Is free from Its shell 
and bony structure; for, let me state, the bones assisting in the 
working of Joints are also withdrawn from the flesh, leaving him 
helpless and as if dead, the beating of the heart being tbe only 
visible sign of life. In a few days, however, the new shell Is 
hard enough to permit the seeking of food, which is done with 
great eagerness. „ 

But more especially to the result of this process would I call 
your attention. From actual observation I have found that a 
lobster measuring 10jin- in length will, after shedding, have In¬ 
creased to 12ln.; but If we make the comparison in weight, it 
roav be better understood. For instance, a lobster of 10 jin. will 
weigh Ijlb., while one of 12in. on an average of 2jibs., or double 
Its former weight, which will add to its market value In the same 
proportion, or 100 per cent. Now if a lobster sheds its shell 
once a year, which is approximately true, I think it shows that by 
establishing a reasonable standard of length (which must not be 
so high that It would prohibit fishing; neither so low that a suffi¬ 
cient age for reproduction may not have been attained) we may 
In time get back that which we have so foolishly sacrificed. 

Lobsters of a less length than 10J In. bait been found bearing 
eggs, but by careful observation and Inquiry I have found the 
exceptions to be very rare. Therefore this staudard could not be 
safely fixed under that length, but should, on the contrary, be as 
much above It as possible; still not so high at first as to cause 
hardship to the fishermen, while from time to time an advance¬ 
ment might be made as the supply of the required length in¬ 
creased and more nearly met the demand. 

Having pointed out the necessity of such a law, and indicated 
the best modes of its application, it only remains to be shown how 
It may be made effective. 

I think It Is an established fact that protective measures can 
only be carried out In the open market, where tbe possession of 
unlawful fish or game is prima fhde evidence of guilt. 8uch a 
law has been In full force in Massachusetts since 1874, but the 
possibility of finding a market outside the state has been a bar¬ 
rier to the best results; and just so long as there is any place 
where lobsters may be indiscriminately sold, we cannot Justly 
judge of Its efficiency. I am fully aware that in advocating a 
measure of this kind opposition will arise, which must be met and 
answered In the most tolerent spirit; for fancied rights of indi¬ 
viduals are not always In accordance with the reasonable demands 
of tbe public good. j 

Tbe first opponents of the law for the protection of lobsters in 
Massachusets were the fishermen, whose te^tlMBuy »t the same 
time was the best evidence given of the necessity of such a law. 
These, however, after a trial of one year, not only became recon¬ 
ciled to It, but even Its strongest advocates, and realize year by 
year more fully the wisdom of the measure they so bitterly op¬ 
posed. 

There has been one circumstance noticed which I think quite 
significant, viz,, that the first year the law went into effect one- 
fourth of the whole number caught were obliged to be thrown 
back on account of their Insufficient size, which proportion has 
gradually diminished until at present scarcely more than one In 
ten is discarded. The state of Maine, which possesses the largest 
lobstereprodudng grounds on the coast, has from time to time 
passed laws for the protection of the lobster fishery, but has 
bad a powerful and important interest in opposition to a 
limit which no other state has, the size being of less importance 
for canning purposes than for other consumption. This year, 
however, a law has been enacted by which the canners 
are obliged to confine their operations to four months of the year, 
while for the remaining eight months a limit of 10|ln. is re¬ 
quired, and, I think, may be looked upon as a great step in ad¬ 
vance of any law previously passed. This movement was made 
by the fishermen In the form of petitions to tbe legislature, 
numerously signed, and from one end of the state to the other. 
Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts and Connecticut each 
have laws practically corresponding to each other, while New 
York, without a law which might so much assist In protecting the 
other states, only helps on an illegal and wasteful practice. 

[A committee from the Flsbcultural Association, consisting of 
the president, Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. E G. Blackford, and F. Mather, 
was appointed to draft some additions and amendments to the 
New York game law They met, and among other things recom¬ 
mended that tbe KH Inch limit on lobsters be added, which Is 
now before the legislature. By this co-operstlon the market Is 
closed, without which tbe laws of tbe lobster producing states 
were Inoperative. Mr. Johnson's mission to tbe Flsbcultural 
Association promises to be an early success.]

The Propagation of Eela. 

By Mr. Dallmer, head fishery master In Schleswig and late cap¬ 
tain in the army. 

Mr. Dallmer In a lengthy communication to the Fisehrrei Zei- 
tung, from which we extract the more Important parts, touches 
on the interesting question of tbe propagation of eela. He sup¬ 
pose* that the reader Is acquainted with the fscU given by 
former Investigators, more especially thoA of von 81ebo!d. 

He says: "These facts amount to but very little, and until a 
few years ago no males were known, at least they were not dis¬ 
tinctly separated, a circumstance which made the case very ob¬ 
scure, and was an Incentive for Investigation. In tbe Summer 
of 1877 I reported a case to Deutsche FUchrrei Persia, In which 
cels were transported from the sea In a bag and then dlstrlb- 


one or two weeks was found full of young eels, this case 
decided argument against tbelr being viviparous. 

Th c.Dentsche Fisiherei Verein laid tbe case before Prof. Vlr- 
cbon, In Berlin, who requested tbe association to show him eels 
containing live young as the only way to deride the question. 

I then received a letter from the Verein Informing me that they 
bad offered a premium of fifty marks for a gravid eel. 

I advertised In provincial papers for such an eel, but although 
msuy were sent to Prof. Vlrt hon in answer, no cel with living 
young was found. So-called living eels,'said to he cut from old 
ones, were sent in abundance, but the senders were In each case 
mistaken. Prof. Moeblus, of Kiel, has found In an eel. captured 
at sea, well developed ovaries, near the end of May. From Neu- 
stadt I received an eel twenty-nine c. m. nearly a foot In length, 
and about the thickness of a carpenter's lead pencil which tbe 
maid-servant bad found in a larger eel of one and a halt pounds 
weight. This small eel was not found in the stomach but In the 
belly; the servant must have been mistaken, but I may state that 
the smaller eel was not affected hy gastric juice In the least. 

Mention Is also made of a letter of one Mr. Jessen, formerly a 
teacher, who Is positive that eels migrating from the rivers into 
tbe sea lay tbelr eggs on the flat shore from February to April, 
but he does not mention whether the observation was made by 
himself or another. I mention this letter as It coincides with 
tbe latest observations, as we shall see further no. 

In the circulars of tbe Fistherei Verein I bad called attention 
to the fact that certain eels never go up Into fresh water, and by 
this remark I had the honor to come into correspondence with 
Prof, von Slebold, of Muncben, from whom I received quite 
new particulars concerning the natural history and propagation 
of eels; these, I think, were never published before I made them 
public In tbe Schleaeiy Jfi u», as follows: “In a former article In 
Ibis paper I have Invited the co-operation of the puhllc by obser¬ 
vation and experiments to arrive at something definite on the 
propagation of eels, and I now state with pleasure that tbe In¬ 
terest in the matter has not died out. In regard to observations 
and experiments, I beg leave to give some hluts founded on com¬ 
munications on tbe latest scientific researches. 

“I am io possession of several communications from tbe 
Ichthyologist, Prof. Slebold, and here give the essential points: 
‘Until a few years ago no male eels had been found, or at least in 
consequence of the small development of the genital organs at 
the time of the capture they had not been recognized, that la to 
say, tbe organs of tbe male were not distinctly distinguished 
from those of the female.' 

“ Ouly a few years ago males have been recognized among eels 
caught at sea near Trieste. In consequence, Prof. Slebold went 
to Wlsmar In 1875; here among eels captured In seawater, bed s- 
tinctly distinguished males from females, the Iobed testicles of tbs 
males being easy to be discerned from tbe ribbon-like and 
fringed ovaries of the females. Unfortunately, neither Mr. vou 
Slebold nor other Investigators had heretofore been able to find 
testicles In tbelr ripeness, or filled with the so-called ‘milt.’ It 
is to be added that tbe Investigations probably did not occur at a 
time when tbe genital substance Is most highly developed.” 

Mr. von Slebold further writes me that all the fry, which In 
Bpilng ascend to fresh water, dtvcbp into ftmntes.* 

From this, with great probability, the following Important re¬ 
sults can be drawn: All eels are hatched in salt water; the 
female young mount Into fresh water, which they people; the 
young mates stay in the sea. When the female eels get heavy and 
fat they migrate down stream to the sea with undeveloped 
ovaries, on which occasion they are often caught In eel-welrs. In 
the sea they are fructified by tbe males, but th<y do not return 
into fresh wtler. The fructification, as noticed In a previous 
article In this paper, Is supposed by other Investigators to take 
place in tbe months of March or April. 

If in regard to the propagation of eels further Investigations 
will be made, eels which have been caught In salt water, and 
only such, must be examined from time to time during the Win¬ 
ter until late In tbe Spring; In this way a progressive develop 
ment of the ovaries, as well as of the mule genital organs may 
be distinguishable by degrees until spawning time. As Prof, von 
Slebold and Prof. Yirchon are now receiving eels from our seas 
for examination, we have hopes that next Summer we shall make 
great strides in tbe determination of the question at Issue. 

Tbe mode of propagation must remain unknown for some time 
to come, as supposed to be going on In the depths of the sea, and 
probably concealed by mud. 

Prof. Virchon Intends examining them also, and we may con¬ 
clude that all so-called young eels sent him were not recognized 
by him as eels, but were merely internal parasites. 

Mr. Dallmer then says: “It will be seen that we have got 
much nearer to the solution of this question. Professors Von 
Slebold and Vlrcbon received through my Interposition many 
eels from the seas surrounding our province of Schleswig, In order 
to watch the progressive development of the genital organs. Even 
now Important conclusions may be drawn from tbe knowledge 
derived. Who, for Instance, would stock tbe Danube, in which 
there are no eels, with the ascending fry only, could not hope for 
any success if he should not at the same time people the Block Sea 
with male eels, by which tbe matter Is made much more difficult. 
This much wc can say with certainty: Before 8ummer comes we 
will probably know more of tbe mode of life and propagation of 
the cels than of that of most other fish.” 

In a private letter from Mr. W. Dunker, editor of the Fischerei 
Zeitung, on this subject, he very frankly says: “ We are nearly 

convinced that only tbe female eels go np stream, and that the 
males remain in the sea. This causes tbe females to go to sea as 
soon as tbelr sexual disposition prompts them to seek the males. 

It Is therefore of great interest to know where males are found. 
Our theory Is false if any are found high up In tbe streams; It Is 
correct If males are only caught In the sea.” 

In a recent conversation with Professor Baird he Informed us 
that Prof. Vloal N. Edwards, of Woods Hole, Mass., recently 
found four male eels In a lot of four hundred. The male said to 
be found by Prof. Packard turns out to be a mistake. Tbe work 
of Dr 8yrskl, of Trieste, published In the report of the United 
States Fish Commission, 1873-4-5, p. 719, with plates, stands ap¬ 
proved by modern Investigators. Male eels have as yet only 
been found In salt water, but It must be remembered that only a 
few persons have found them, and these were looking for them 
In salt water. A great point will be gained If young eels are ever 
found In the Great Lakes above Niagara, where they bare been 
placed, and we hope our readers will keep us Informed, snd we 
respectfully suggest to Mr. Geo. H. Jerome, tbe superintendent 
of Michigan fisheries, to’bffer a reward for them. It will be seen 
by Mr. Roosevelt's paper, read before the Flsbcultural Associa¬ 
tion, which we will soon publish, that he I* of the opinion that 
eels breed In tbe fresh waters of Long Island.

The Witchery of Retrieving'—(Continued). 

BY KIT KILLBIHD. 

Fray let It not be considered that the exercises to whlcb I 
briefly referred in my last are the ultima (Aula of a dog’s prov¬ 
ince, or that they constitute the acme of his attainments, but 
merely first and easy lessons In the bouse tnd yard toward direct¬ 
ing the bent of bis mind, and perfecting bis retrieving proclivity, 
an acquirement whlcb I have contended before, caps the climax 
of a champion’s series of evolutions with a tinge of unfading color 
and a burnish of unwonted brilliancy. 

It Is to be supposed that bla distinction Is a point beyond the 
palings of the yard and the street walk, and that his sphere of 
usefulness furnishes the farmer sportsman and bla sons with di¬ 
version, and lores the city swain from the pent-up and tainted 
air of his sanctum or office, to the harvest field, where the life- 
giving virtues of the bright sun and pure air fortify the body 
against the effects of mental strain and anxious cares of a busi¬ 
ness life. 

Yes, reader, 'tie In the field that you desire to sec your pupil 
pick up and fetch hla bird with the same alacrity that character¬ 
ises his performances In the yard, and to beat closely the tainted 
spot which the words, " Dead bird” will confine his attention to, 
and that of “ Fetch” make him put It at your feet. Vet we should 
oot be surprised to see him Huger over his first bird, or run off 
with It around a bush or In the grass on our approach to him ; 
for the game odor la as sweet to him as the fragrance of the violet 
to ua, and be la loath to leave the prey upon which we have caat 
him, and which be longs for sa Instinctively as the Infant for Its 
mother’s breast. 

That be ehould love this scent Is Innste end but the result of 
breeding, but It I* the duty now of his handler to teach him to 
distinguish the rightful owner of the dead, and to relinquish any 
claims that Dame Nature mey have prosecuted for him. This 
must be effected by repetition of set rules and given commands, 
and by going up to him kludly on occasions of hM Impetuosity 
and willfulness, and Asking the bird from him. It’should not be 
pulled or torn from Bis mouth, but the thumb end fingers should 
straddle hla noae and press hla lips against his teeth to make him 
release hla grip and to prevent mouthing bla game; the act ac¬ 


companied with e stern, “ Fetch, fetch It, sir," which he soon 
learns to define properly, and In so doing to also recognize the 
game as ours, and to be convinced ultimately that we propose 
having ” that aame.” 

After a dozen tramps or so, where he is handled kindly but 
firmly, and urged to “ fetch,” he will give no more trouble. Some 
of the beat retrievers I ever knew were pups that would run off 
with their birds, a few yards at a time, upon their debut In the 
field, a notable Instance of whlcb la In my own handa now In the 
pointer bitch Brunette, that I got when a puppy, from Mr. Von 
Culln. Yet, I was so pleased at seeing her so frantic oner and 
fascinated with the game odor, that her girlish capers, and I may 
say. Incipient perversity, gave me no concern whatever. These 
birds we brought to her fresh, and not killed over her, and she 
was accustomed to them and made to bring, and subwquently, 
the first crack of the gun over the game which she found herself 
resulted In her picking up her bird and coming like a locomotive 
to me, and is now the finest retrieving pointer I ever saw, and 
cornea on a gallop from briar patch and copse without ruffling a 
feather. And withal, It was but last Fall that I saw her make 
the moet decided stand on a live bird, with another Id her mouth, 
that has ever been my lot to witness before. 

The covey was scattered and lying close, and I had just knocked 
one down, whlcb fell In a ravine, and was being retrieved pret¬ 
tily by her,when just within ten steps before me she stiffened out 
on another to her left. I waited sometime to admire the picture 
before flushing the bird, which I also killed, she watching over 
her back for lta fall; whereupon she dropped the bird In moutb 
to go for the second one, but ran but a few feet before sbe quickly 
wheeled to recover her dropped game. I stepped forward at this 
juncture and hied her on after my last bird, which she soon 
brought in and then turned to look up her first charge, whlcb be¬ 
ing only winged had gotten off some distance ere she overtook It. 
Here was reasoning of the first order which I did not fully appre¬ 
ciate until I discovered the first bird was a cripple. Her return¬ 
ing for it after dropping It was prompted, you see, by the sudden 
recollection of Its maimed condition and Its chance to escape be¬ 
fore she could retrieve the second one, which altogether In the 
end was so apparent and none the less beautiful, that I got back 
In my saddle a happier and a wiser man. 

I would now ask those who contend that retrieving affects the 
nose, what stronger refutation of their views would they have 
than lnstancea like this which I have cited; where I have a dog 
coming like the wind with a live bird In her moutb—its scent 
fairly fanning her In the face—dropping upon and locating to tbe 
Inch almost another to her side, and that, too, at a time of year 
when not the slightest frost even bad blighted vegetation, when 
every sportsman knows that it Is difficult for the best nosed hunt¬ 
ers to find their game or fix their points. 

Now besides teaching a pup to retrieve in your presence only, 
It Is well to make him know In the course of time that he should 
do so out of It. This can be accomplished by occasionally drop¬ 
ping a bird purposly out of your bag on your return home from 
the hunt, at a time when you observe your dog at Borne distance 
behind. Keep your eye over your shoulder us you walk along, 
and see If he recovers it; If he does not, let him get up to you 
and then turn and go back with him, point In the road and say 
often and repeatedly, “Fetch, fetch," or,“Hunt for It,” until you 
reach the spot where the bird was dropped. After he picks It up 
then move on ahead and make him carry lta hundred yards or so 
at first, and Increase tbe distance each successive time, and at 
last permit him to bring it home. By this means and very de¬ 
sirable quality, many a bird Is saved and brought to you or to 
tbe bouse, that otherwise would have been lost. 

I can well vouch for tbe exceeding great value of a dog who 
will fulfill this last and essential duty to his master, for I owu an 
old one—now past service almost In the field—that I have often 
and over had to bring me a stiff and cold bird after I bad reached 
home; found perhaps In the evening near the house, or on the 
trail we pursued In the morning, that might have been shot and 
crippled then and not recovered. 

I often revert with much pleasure to a season six years sgo, 
when the flight tnd advent of the wild pigeons directed the atten¬ 
tion of every man and boy that could handle a gun, toward the 
woods and Immense canebrakes In whlcb tbe blrda came to roost. 
The men came In together about sunset, and sometimes their 
wives wltb them, to enjoy tbe sport. ^Aligning ourselves along 
the edge of tbe wood and through the held we would crack awav 
at tbe first fellows who put In an appearance and a bid for a bed. 
Tbe dead and cripplea falling In the Impenetrable cane and hol¬ 
lows, particularly near dark, would present no little difficulty to 
our attempts to find them, which I soon found out, however, that 
I could over come by bringing along my old pointer next even¬ 
ing accompanied by a double-nose bitch, both of whom were good 
retrievers. It Is needless to add that these faithful, ransacked 
those brakes on each fire and volley, and brought me more birds 
than I could conveniently claim: but having no ear marks or per¬ 
ceptible brand, or toes cut off, of course I couldn’t permit them 
to depart. 

Occasionally, and daring tbe fu6tlade, my ears would be 
assailed on the right with, “ Hey, there I I say, that’s my bird.” 
And on my left, “Make thatd—n dog put down my bird,’’ would 
come with no sweeter accent, all of whlcb I could only meet by 
assuring the rabble that I was making as much noise with a gun 
as any body else, that I had about as big a claim in "them 'ere 
woods” as any body else, and because I had a little more hMp 
than they to secure said claim, was no reason that I should be 
“ lifted” off, and that If they wouldn’t be so greedy I might be 
persuaded to divide when the shoot was over; chuckling ail the 
time was I, “upmy sleeve,” at the contrivance which I had 
quietly wrought out of those two good old and long-to-be-remein- 
bered native dogs and boon companions. 

But, hot I am further Into your columns than I should be, peri 
haps, and I may be descending too feat upon the head or space of 
some more deservtng correspondent, and as some of your readers 
may be dyspeptic on the subject, It were better perhaps to adopt 
a remedial plan of treating to " a little but often,” or In other 
words, brush them off quickly rather than tickle their ears all day 
with tbe tala of a retriever.

Quartering. — 

Baltimore, Mich. 

F.ditok Chicago Field; —I see that some of your correspond¬ 
ents bare referred to the subject ot dogs’ quartering. Some of 
them think seven too high as a figure of merit 
Overt thinks retrieving more difficult to teach a dog than 
quartering. I think bla experience muat be very small Id teach¬ 
ing a dog to quarter. My experience la that teaching a dog to 
quarter correctly ta harder work than any other two thlnge In the 
entire education of a dog. Quartering h« regards as having too 
much value attached, sod Its Importance exaggerated. Let us see 
what Hutcblnaon aays: 

“ Doubtless there U no one thing, I wss agoing to say that 
there are no dozen things, In tbe whole art of dog breaking which 
la so difficult to attain or which exact so much labor aa a high, 
well confirmed systematic range. Nature will not assist you; you 
must do all youreeif, but In recoin pence there la nothing so ad- 



vanUgeous when It l« at length acquired. It will abundantly re¬ 
pay mouths of persevering exenlon. It constitutes the grand 
criterion of true excellence, lu attainment makes a dog of^In¬ 
ferior nos.! and action far superior to one of much greater natural 
qualifications who may be tom-fooling about, galloping back¬ 
wards and forwards sometimes over Identically the same ground. 

It Is undeniable, that the dog who hunts his pound most ac¬ 
cording to rule must In the end And most game. 

Herbert says: "This Is a very Important put of breaking, for 
no dog can be regarded as at all perfect which only runs about Its 
pound Irregularly,witboutsettled and orderly method,leaving peat 
frames uncrossed; and perhaps crossing other spaces several times 
Ter waiting time thus, aud falling to find much of Its ganun 
And yet It Is not unfair to say that of fifty dogs turned out ss 
broken dogs by American breakers, not one has been Instructed 
In the rudiments of this branch." . 

I think It Isas true at the present time In regard to "8 

as In Herbert’s time. If the rules are to be changed, l think the 
points of merit should be Increased; but If at our fu'u™ BelJ 
trials no .....re Importance la to be attached to qu'rU'rlng and 
dogs are to be judged and scored by the same loose appreciation 
of Us value that has prevailed a. the trials which have been run, 

I think quartering should be omitted altogether from the points 

of merit In future j-fllee. , , . . „ 

The judges of field trials should be men well versed In what a 
dog should do, and then be able to tell If be does tt. While I 
think the Judges In the last Tennessee trial were perfectly honest 
and gave every dog his merits and demerits Just ss they looked 
at It, I think they erred In judgment in giving their score" 
Quartering. They gave some of the winning dogs perfect. Ido 
not Uilnk there was a sportsman on the ground but will say d n 
some d..gs which got perfect did not understand the first prlncl 

I* abreaker'spends his time In teaching his dog to quarter cor¬ 
rectly, he Is entitled to his score under the rules as much so as a 
man who puts his work on a dog to be careful and gets hU five 
points. Quartering Is one of the most simple ruteB to judge on. 
I„ cases of points and Bushes there Is a great difference of opin¬ 
ion, but almost any man should be able to judge whether a d g 
runs right, left, or straight ahead. Breakers should be encouraged 
In some way to teach their dogs to qurter; but If they cannot get 
value for it in correct scores they will not teach them. 

Some ineo say they can find more birds with a dog that runs 
wherever he pleases, if that were true, I had rather Hod IMS 
birds aud see my dog work his field systematically. As Captsln 
Patrick Henry saw some of the crack dogs of England work, I 
wish he would tell us how they worked. The subject Is important 
as well as Interesting. I would therefore like to hear from others, 

and I think the discussion of It would be of benefit.

owners of dogs who desire to keep bench shows free from 
trickery and 'jobs” cannot afford to consent to ajudee except be 
be like C®sar’s wife, beyond suspicion, for to do otherwise Is to 
be* nartierp* erimlnlt In lowering the moral standard of shows, i 
80 soon ss suspicion Is aroused against the Integrity of a judge 
his usefulness ends, aud his awards do more harm than good, for 
they must carry With them suspicion of having been unfairly 
given. It Is not very pleasant when your dog has fairly two to 
know that the busy tongue of every disappointed exhibitor Is 
Impugning the honesty of the award, and using as a powerfu 
wespon the Integrity of the Judge. Those who do not win are 
always ready to find reasons why their favorites were beaten; we 
should not give them the Integrity of the judge ss one. I for 
one do not want an award Which carries with It a doubt of bav¬ 
in* been fairly won, nor will I exhibit where iny doge are to be 
judged bv a Judge who, to put It mildly, is under a cloud. I go 
In for honest Judges or the abolishing of bench showa, as I will 
never be a pnrty to lowering the tone of them. 

These sentiments, I am glad to say, are not mine only. After 
reading your paper to-day, I happened to go over to New York, 
and While there met several gentlemen, all of whom endorsed 
your “ False Prophet” remarks to the letter. I then determined 
to write you on tny return, as I have done. 

There Is a general feeling of regret that the Westminster Ken¬ 
nel Club should have msdc such an unfortunate selection of a 
judge. They have many friends who wish them well, and would 
gladly assist them to make their show a great success, but they 
feel that the club have made ami-take In allowing themselves to 
be Influenced unwisely. By doing so they hsve alienated from 
active co operation these friends. Why can l they see their 
error! Thev enrely rnu-t know they can’t force public opinion. 

The result of all this Is (I am credibly Informed), they are In 
a very bad fix shout their judges. They have one, but ss yet 
can’t gd two others to set with him. Several hare been Invited 
but few will come to the feast. They don’t like the company. 
The odor wafted from the prairies of Minnesota since the 
memorable and unfortunate field trials there, stinks In their nos¬ 
trils. Mr. Hammond, of Springfield, Mass.; Mr. Morford, or 
Newton, N. J ; Mr. Colburn, of New York; Dr. Twaddel, of 
Philadelphia, and others, have been Invited and have refused. 

The result Is that entries come In very slowly, and things gen¬ 
erally look blue. I saw Lincoln a day or two ago and I thought 
be looked blue The general Impression Is tbst the show of 
Sporting dogs will be a very small one. 

There Is one thing certain, the New York show Is not attract¬ 
ing; hslf the Interest the Philadelphia show Is. The Philadelphia 
Kennel Clob turned a trump card on the Westminster Club when 
they put In the native classes In their prise list, and announced 
their judges so far ahead. . „ . . 

It Is s healthy sign when owner* of dogs rebuke the desire to 
(rWa them a Judge euch m John Datldeon. It ehowa their ae- 
termination to keep shows pure. In conclusion let me say, he 
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who is willing to show under euch a Judge le of as loose morals 
ss the Judge himself. Let us brother sportsmen keep one sport, a 
lug contest free from bad odor, and teach all evil doers that their 
sin will flDd them out and that virtue bath Its own reward.

At the end of the first day those who could look at the mat¬ 
ter with unbiased judgement could see that—bar accidents—the 
belt would recross the water. The long sweeping stride of the 
New Englander, the fine walking of O’Leary (who at times dis¬ 
played all the brilliancy of his machine like action), the clever 
mixing of Ennis, had evidently no chance with the relentless dog 
trot of the little Englishman. But Mill the blind faith of the 
populace In their idol led them to continue to bet odds on 
O'Leary even up to the end. Then when they fully realised | 
their situation, they turned their enthusiasm and their remain¬ 
ing cash on to the long man from lift Hub.

The telegraph operators could hardly be quick 
enough In writing down the messages that poured In on him from i 
every quarter. The Irishmen whose hearts were broken by the i 
downfall of O’Leary, brightened up and grew wild with excite¬ 
ment. There was no such "broth of a boy” In all America aa 
John Ennis. He who bad not a friend In all New York city on i 
Monday morning, retired to rest on Tkoraday night with a boat 
of followers, enough to have elected him to any municipal < 

0fB But It was not to be. The old fable of the stomach and Ita 
members was to be revived in grim earnestness to swamp the 
hopes of expectant millions. The spurt of Thursday was but t e 
result of the careful handling of Jim Cussick, the veteran trainer, 
who had controlled the self-indulgent appetite but could not tone 
up the overworked stomach. A general langour and listlessness 
indicated to the thoughtful observer that the hoped-for could 

n °But what of Rowell. The steady lope of the first day gradually 
became more mixed, and vague; wild rumors spread that be waa 
"badly blistered,” had “sprained his ankle,” got a varicose 
vein,” “had a white swelling lanced," and various other evils 
born of the anxious brains of the circulators thereof. 

However, the Englishman was lame somewhere. He came out 
quite stiff on Thursday morning. But beyond this fact no one 
knew anything. Mr. Atkinson, his manager—spectacles on noee 
—guarded the secret with Argus’ eyes. The attendants were un¬ 
approachable, and beyond the door of the hut not even the most 
daring reporter could penetrate. The mysteries of his sufferings 
and his doings off the track remain unrevealed. That something 
was wrong can not be doubted. He haunted the leading man of 
his opponents with too close a tenacity for it to be supposed that 
he wss doing It for any other reason than the fear of being closed 
up to nearer than he could afford to allow. If Harrlman closed 
up a mile or two during the first three days, he was out and peg¬ 
ging away till the “long" man retired and the distance was re¬ 
gained. At Harrlman’s subsidence and Ennis’ promotion to pop¬ 
ularity he turned his attention to shadowing him, and hour by 
hour the distance of 25 miles was pretty rigidly maintained. If 
Ennis retired, he too slipped in after finishing his mile. If Ennis 
came out, he very soon followed and closed up lost ground with 

& The question Is, was there anything serious enough the matter 
with him to have broken him down had Ennis on Friday morning 
laid himself out to do or die I The style in which Ennis moved 
to the very close and the fact that his two fastest miles were 
I done on the last day indicate that the body could have done more 
had there been more required of it. We believe that Ennis could 
have accorapl'shed five hundred miles if he had forced himself— 
punished himself as they say in sporting circles—during the ast 
forty-eight hours. We think he could have forced Rowell to 
make a better record or lose the belt. Ennis never after resting 
reappeared on the track the least lame or leg weary. He always 
Stepped out limber, and progressed through the whole week with¬ 
out a halt In his gait. This may have been due to the admirable 
handling received whilst In retirement; but we think that, 
though very much of the credit is due to Cussick, some of t is 
due to a splendid pair of legs that, had the spirit been willing, 
could have done more ; we do not assert that he could 
have won the race, but he pulled up a sounder man at the end or 
this one than at the end of any previous similar undertaking. 

The contest has proved that the fastest and best walker can 
i not compete with the runner. Harrlman is undoubtedly a mag- 
’ nittcent walker, yet he was beaten 25 miles by the mixer Ennis, 
l am i 50 miles by the trotter Rowell. Of course Rowell did some 
> walking butthe majorityof his work was doneon the trot. Ennis 
f did most of hts on the walk, whilst Hartman stuck to the walk 
all through.

The trophy with which goes the title of champion of the world 
Is known as the Astley Belt. The firet contest took place at 
Agricultural Hall, London, March 18 to 28, 1878. when O'Leary 
won, accomplishing 520} miles In 139 h. 6 m. 10 •. defeating 
H Vaughan, “Blower” Brown, Q. Ide, W. Lewie, G. Hazaei, J. 
McLeavy, W. H. Smythe, and other noted walkers and runners. 
On O'Leary’s return to America John Hughes, dubbed Tbe 
Leper " challenged the champion for the belt. The race waa run 
at Gilmore’ Garden, New York, September 80 to October 5, and 
resulted In O Leary’s victory. He covered 408 miles snd Hughes 

bU Charies Rowell was born at Chesterton, Cambridgeshire, Eng¬ 
land, August 12, 1854 (or 1853), Is five feet six Inches In height, 
and fit will scale about 140 pounds. His early life was passed 
among the watermen of the Thames, and for some time he waa 
an attache of Searlea’ boat house, where he obtained constant 
practice with the oars, which he knows well how to handle, al¬ 
though never having distinguished himself by their use, nor,.In¬ 
deed, ever having been engaged In an Important match. Ho first 
became known as a public performer on the river by defeating 
Harry Clasper for tbe championship of the Isis In 1874, In which 
year he also beat a local sculler named Logan In a race on the 
Cam. Two years before this he made his debut on the running 
path winning a mile race at Taplow In July, 1872. He sub¬ 
sequently defeated Donald Losby, from whom he waa 
In receipt of fifteen ysrds, In a half-mile, for £10, In Feb¬ 
ruary, 1874, and was beaten by Losby in a level race at the same 
distance for a £20-cnp, on Easter Monday, 1875, at Cambridge; 
beaten by R Hntcben, quarter mile, for £40, same place, Feo. 
7, 1874; on the 14th of the same month, he ran nine miles and a 
half on a turn pike road (which was In a horrible cond tloo) and 
In the midst of a snow etortn, for £20, In fifty-eight minute* and 
eight seconds; beat Sam Barker, tbe ex-fhampton, In a two-mlle 
rice at Cambridge, for £20, Feb, 18, 1875; also ran ■*-"*•»<**•*

sixty-seven times r,nnis reurea, uaving rnaue a goon record so 
far, and given Indications of being a stayer. He next essay was 
to do 90 miles in O’Leary’s reputed 100 mile time, which be ac¬ 
complished after a terrible punishing struggle, In which he had 
to be coached for the last twenty-five miles. His efferta between 
the above and the present were numerous, and the best of them 
was his 411 miles In six days In the race won by Corkey; for 
during the firet two days he was off the track quite half the time 
owing to his old enemy—bis stomach. And no good were hla 
chances when well considered, that Rowell It this match wss 
told to watch Ennis, not O’Leary. This performance Is Ennis’ 
best, and he may fairly be considered the American long dis¬ 
tance champion, for O’Leary’s day Is doubtless gone. 

Charles Harrlman Is the beat walker in this country, for his 
performance of 160* miles In 84 h. 29 m., entitle him to that 
consideration. He Is not, however, a stayer; there Is too much 
length for the breadth of him, and nothing but great courage 
enabled him to do the 450 miles required to save his stake. 

Daniel O'Leary’s victories are too fresh and too numerous to 
require recapitulation. There la no doubt had he been In thor¬ 
ough condition that 520 miles would have been beaten or the 
belt have remained here. Whether we shall' ever see him equal 
his best again Is more than doubtful. 

This great contest has had, we hope, many good effects upon 
us as a nation. It has shown us a plucky little Englishman who 
for four days endured with the most Imperturbable good humor 
the hisses, hoots and groans of a disappointed mob. It has 
shown us how to be quiet under the most disagreeable circum¬ 
stances, and to be generous even at the expense of our pockets. 

A grander, nobler sight could not be witnessed than of men hav¬ 
ing thousands of dollars at stake by the non-fulfillment of an¬ 
other’s task, putting those dollars out of sight and helping that 
leg-weary oppouent to gain his end even at their cost, as was 
witnessed when Rowell and Ennis by word and deed gave Harrlman 
encouragement. And when at half past six Saturday morning when 
Rowell’8 victory seemed certain, a ruffianly Irishman with a curse 
raised his hand to strike Rowell, John Ennis addressed the crowd 
with "Gentlemen, I don’t know whether you are friends of 
mine or not. If vou are, yon can best show your friendship by 
respecting this man,” pointing to Rowell. " You see this man, 

I want you all to understand that If this man la Injured I will 
leave the track and not walk another mile. He is an English¬ 
man, and I’m an Irishman, but that Englishman has done the 
square thing ever since the walk began. II he wins it, it will be 
because he is the best man. Give him fair play, gentlemen. If 
you don’t, I’ll give you fonl play by leaving the track." John 
Ennis showed himself every Inch a man, and the applause 
which went forth from the assembled crowd showed 
that John Ennis had by his noble conduct touched a sympathetic 
chord In his appeal for fair play for the Englishman. Such good 
feeling os was shown by both Ennis and Rowell towards Harrl* 
man and reciprocated by him, 1 b an example worthy of Imitation 
In other contests. When In consequence of his crippled condi¬ 
tion It seemed questionable whether he could complete hts 4 d 0 
miles as was necessary for him to receive 20 per cent of the 
receipts at the gate, both Rowell and Ennis agreed to give him 
what would be his share and allow him to leave the 
track' but when it was proposed to him, with the pluck of his 
New England foraltthers he positively refused, and bracing h m 
i self up completed his task. In these days when men are willing

A 8AD ACCIDENT. 


His numerous friends will regret to learn of tbe ud accident 
to Jerry Cockrell, of Memphis, Tenn. Jerry Cockrell has been 
tbe victim of a cruel fate. At tbe very end of tbe recent yellow 
fever epidemic In Memphis, be lost his wife and two bright boys. 
Tbe shattered arm Is tbe left arm, bnt tbe loss Is as great as If It 
were his right as be was left banded. Dr. Saunders amputated 
tbe arm above tbe elbow. Quldo sends us the following account 
of the accident: 

“ About 8 o’clock last night a telegram was received by Mr 
C. B. Galloway, manager of tbe Peabody Hotel, from Wheatley, 
a station on tbe Memphis <& Little Rock railroad, about sixty-five 
miles from here, stating tbat Mr. Jerry Cockrell of this place bod 
shot himself accidentally while hunting about four miles from 
Wheatley, and asking tbat Drs. G. B. Thornton and H. S. Rogers 
be sent for to attend him on his arrival by tbe 11:30 train. Ae 
soon as the train got In Mr. Cockrell was carried to the Peabody 
Hotel, where he lies at the time we go to press, In a precarious 
condition. From Mr. R. G. Nicholson, who was with Mr. Cock¬ 
rell when be was shot, tbe following particulars have been learned: 
Mr. Cockrell, Dr. Klmbro and himself were bird buntlug about 
four miles from Wheatley. They bad a wagon along, and were 
all riding In It, after bagging over a hundred snipe, when be 
(Mr. Nicholson) got down out of the wagon to take a sbot at 
some birds tbat be saw along the roadside. As be did so Mr.- 
Cockrell took tbe place he had just vacated on tbe spring seat in 
front. No sooner had be done so than the breech of bis (Mr. 
Cockrell’s) gun dropped through a hole In tbe wagon body and 
In attempting to draw it up the hammers got caught in some 
way, and both barrels went off. Both loads struck him, one en¬ 
tering the left side and ranging upwards, tore the flesh of his 
shoulder Into shreds, and the other striking bis left arm near the 
elbow. The bones of Hie arm were shattered, and the main ar¬ 
teries cut. So close was tbe muzzle of the gun that his clothing 
took lire, and under tbe Influence of the shock he leaped out of 
the wagon—the blood flowing profusely from bis wounds. His 
friends succeeded In stopping the flow of blood In some meas¬ 
ure, and he was put back in tbe wagou, and conveyed as soon as 
possible to Wheatley, where the telegram above mentioned was 
immediately dispatched to Col. Galloway. He lost considerable 
blood on the passage from Wheatley, and was very weak when 
he arrived. He was Immediately taken to the Peabody Hotel as 
stated, and his wouuds attended to. The physicians say that 
bis arm must be amputated, but express the hope that tbe acci¬ 
dent will not prove fatal. Mr. Cockrell is the son of Col. Cock¬ 
rell, formerly proprietor of tbe Gayoso House. His Bad mlsshap 
will occasion much regret to his numerous friends.”

In the Rockies. 


Editor Chicago Field:— Shall I tell you of a hunt I engaged 
in last week? There were but two In tbe party, myself and a 
lieutenant of regulars. We left Fort-, on a cool, still morn¬ 

ing, with the daylight Just beginning to shine round the horizon 
where the dull grey sky met the waste of dull grey earth, and 
proceeded eastward toward the river bottom of the North Platte. 

We each had excellent chargers, that ts excellent for this local¬ 
ity, cavalry horses who love to hunt as well as their masters, and 
who smile fiendishly at a band of antelopes or a mountain sheep. 
By the way, 1 saw a picture of one of the latter In a late number 
of the Cbioaoo Field, which Is wonderfully true to life. The 
sheep Is not a graceful animal, but Its flesh Is considered the dain¬ 
tiest of any game to be found in the Rocky mountains. 

We proceeded onward over the hard, dry road, tbe best In the 
world, I believe, for equestrian pursuits, until we reached the 
North Platte, which we forded and entered on a tract of country 
called the “Bad Lands;” here we bore to the North following a 
gorge, and encountering a good deal of roughness In the way of 
pratrle-dog holes and tufts of sage brush. 

As I dashed recklessly over the hard, alkaline soil, enjoying so 
much the still balmlness of a Wyoming February morning, I was 
thinking how much those ladles miss who have not the courage 
to learn to ride, or who deem it too unfemlnlne a recreation. I 
believe the physical woman of America would Improve one hun¬ 
dred per cent In ouc year If It rode on horse back two hours a 
day. There Is nothing like It to develop the muscular system, 
Inflate the lungs. Improve the circulation, give a good appetite, 
and a natural blooming color. But no, they won’t do it. It Is 
too pronounced, It savors too much of masculinity; and as for 
fire-arms, why, they scream, as a rule, If they see the butt of some 
shattered old blunderbuss their grandfather used In pioneer days. 

As we dased up the brow of a knoll overlooking^ deep ravine 
I motioned my companion Into silence, for there beneath us, un¬ 
disturbed by our proximity, I saw, nibbling at the spears of seeded 
grass, five black-tall deer. 

Yon hunters can appreciate the situation. Not a breath stir- 
log, morolng air full of desert scents, wild rocks, a dreary plain 
stretching away for miles and miles, you two alone there In the 
wilderness, leagues from another human soul, a fair mark, 
horses all expectant and sileut, with pointing ears, two good 
steady rifles, and down there your game waiting to be slaugh¬ 
tered. 

It was my first shot at a deer, but I didn’t have the buck fever. 
We fired simultaneously and each brought down our deer. 
Mine was a youug doe, whose head I have sent to a taxidermist 
to be prepared, that I may bring home from the Western wilds 
one trophy of my prowess. 

On our homeward route my companion shot a coyote, that I 
might study tbe contour of those disturbers of the nightly peace 
with cry almost human, so full of weird desolation. 

We frightened a band of antelope, and sent them flying over 
the plain, but left them unmolested, our sanguinary desires hav¬ 
ing beeD already satiated. 

The antelope Is a very ungraceful beast I have heard It likened 
unto aj“ calf on stilts,” which ts a very apt comparison.

Law* of Ohio. 


The following game laws have passed both houses of the Ohio 
legislature: 

A bill to amend an act known as “ title one, crimes and of¬ 
fenses, part four of the act to revise and consolidate tbe general 
statutes of Ohio,” passed May 8, 1877 (O. L., vol. 7t, page 840). 

SnirriON l. Belt marled by On General dumbly of On Slate of 
Ohio. That section thirty of chapter eight of the above entitled set 
he so amended as to reed as follows: 

8ao. 80. Whoever kills any wild deer at any time except be¬ 
tween the 15th day of October and #0th day of November, shall 
he fined not more than fifty nor less than ten dollars, or Impris¬ 
oned not more than thirty nor less than ten days, or both. 

8to. I. That said original section thirty U hereby repealed, 
and this act shall lake effect upon Ha passage. Passed. 

A bill to prevent the killing or Injuring of quails, or Virginia 


partridges, and prairie chlckena 

Section 1. Be <f enacted by On General Auembly of Ou State of 
Ohio, That whoever, In any place, catches, kills, or Injures, or 
pursues with such Intent, any quails, or Virginia partridges, or 
prairie chickens, before the 15tb day of November, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty, or disturbs or destroys the eggs of 
any such birds, shall be fined not more than thlrtv nor leas than 
three dollars, or be Imprisoned not more than thirty days, or 
both. 

Sec. fi. This act shall take effect and be In force from and 
after Its passage. Passed. 


Missouri Vallbt Notes.— Missouri Valley, Iowa .—Editor 
Chicago Field ;—With us It certainly looks as though Spring was 
upon us. Tbe weather Is as warm as Summer, the thermometer 
ranging on the 6th, 7th, 8th,and to-day from 65 ° to 80 9 , and the 
ducks, geese, cranes, swans, blackbirds, yellow-legs, etc., are here 
In great numbers. On tbe 6th, the ducks were coming from the 
south by the thousands, and all kinds at that; we never saw more 
ducks flying at one time. Several of tbe sportsmen were out shoot¬ 
ing on Friday, tbe 7th, and report the ducks more plenty than 
they ever saw them, but their bags were small on account of the 
Ice being so*rotten that they could not get any stand, the ducks 
flying over the open places In the lakes. They also lost quite a 
number that could Dot be retrieved, Ice being so rotten that their 
dogs would break through. If the weather Is favorable there 
will be some very fine shooting here soon, as the Ice Is going out 
of the sloughs and lakes very fast, the small streams being en¬ 
tirely free from ice now. Last evening we received a most wel¬ 
come shower, a real May shower, being very warm and gentle,and 
to-day the blue-grass begins to show Itself In many places.

The 
sportsmen were busy Inst Thursday getting dogs and guns In shape 
for business, and if tbe weather is favorable so as to hold the 
ducks here, we may have some good bags to report.

The following extracts on Ostrich hunting from " Wanderings 
in Patagonia; or Life Amongst the Ostrich Hunters, by Mr. 
Julius Beerbohm, we find In the Live Sink Journal: 

The scene of operations lies mainly between 40® to 58 “ »., 
from the sea coast to the Cordilleras. Over these vast plains the 
ostrich and guanacos roam In countless hosts, their procreative¬ 
ness being such as to more than neutralize all the ravages made 
upon them by their enemies, amongst whom may be reckoned, 
not only the hunters, white and red, but the foxes end the pumas. 

The trade Is not a very lucrative oue, for the Patagonian ostrich 
Is much smaller than his African cousin, and the feathers arc 
not nearlv so valuable, tho price being usually one to two dol¬ 
lars per pound at Sandy point. But if bis earnings are smell, so 
are the wants of the hunter. He follows his profession more 
from a love of the wild, free life of the pampas than from a de¬ 
sire to amass wealth. Hence there Is the greatest possible con¬ 
trast between the bunting of ostriches In Patagonia, where all are 
wild, and ostrich farming in South Africa, where their cultiva¬ 
tion Is fast becoming a lucrative Industry. 

■'■''The hunter’s stock-in-trade consists of ten or twelve hnrdy 
horses, five or six dogs of a mongrel greyhound species, a lasso, 
a pair of bolas. a knife, a revolver, and a long steel. These and 
the necessary accoutrements of his horse, together with the In¬ 
dispensable caps, complete his outfit. The capa Is a robe of 
guanaco furs, about five and a half feet long by four and n half 
broad. They are made by the Indian women, "bo «re very- 
clever at sewing with their needles made of tame and thread got 
from the sinews of the guanaco. These capaa require skill In 
management, but are warm, useful coverings by day, and capital 

bt As might be Imagined, the character of the men engaged In 
this sport la not up to the highest standard of civilized society 
but the writer of this work speaks highly of their honesty and 
trustworthiness. For the most part they are careless, easy-going 
vagabonds, who enjoy the utter absence of all conventional re¬ 
straints and submit with calm philosophy to the many hardships 
the inclemency of the climate and the accidents of the chase bring 

Saddling Is a somewhat lengthy operalloo with the Patago¬ 
nian hunter. The articles which constitute the saddle gear of a 
horse in the pampas are rather numerous; and at night time 
serve with the aid of the capa as mattress, bedclothes, and bed¬ 
stead’. First is laid on the horse’s back two or three blankets or 
cloths folded square, care being taken that they He smooth and 
form no creases; over these comes a covering of leather called a 
“ carona,” which consists of two thick pieces of leather sewn 
together. On the carona the saddle is placed, and firmly secured 
by means of a broad leather girth, and over the saddle again are 
laid the sheep-skins, furs, and whatever other coverings the hunter 
may possess. Despite these ponderous trappingB, the wiry ani¬ 
mals get over long distances with the greatest case,.and give but 
little trouble except when a bogual, or wild horse, gets Into the 
camp In the night time and carries off the whole of the mares In 
a troop—if he is successful in defeating the camp stallion. There 
are many exciting encounters with these freebooters described 
by Mr B., one of which had nearly ended fatally for one of the 
hunters, upon whom the bagual turned like a lion at bay, and 
fought upstanding most furiously. 

The flesh of these animals is a matter of dally consumption 
with the hunters, especially in the Spring of the year, when fat 
meat is considered a great luxury. Another dainty morsel is the 
ostrich's egg, which is generally roasted by the camp fire, and 
forms a satisfying and enjoyable meal. These eggs are about 
eight times the size of a hen’s egg. and are found in quantities 
of from ten to forty in a nest, the number being usually twenty. 
The nest Is a very rough, primitive construction, being Blmply a 
hole scooped in the ground under the shelter of a bush, and 
made soft for the young chicks by a few wisps of grass. It is 
the male bird that hatches the eggs and looks after the young. 
The period of Incubation Is from twenty to twenty-four days. 
Durlug rainy weather he never leaves the nest, but will sit for six 
or seven days without feeding. In fine weather he grazes for an 
hour or two in the evening, but never strays far from the nest, as 
Master Reynard, who is always prowling near, would soon make 
a raid on the eggs. It Is said that If one egg is broken or abstracted 
from the nest during the absence of the male bird, on returning he 
will immediately detect the theft, and become so furious that he 
will dash the remaining eggs in pieces, and dance around the 
nest as If frantic. After the hatching period the birds lay their 
eggs promiscuously about the plains. These eggs are called 
“ huatchos ” by the natives. They keep for a long time, and 
are fairly eatable six months after they are laid. 

There are two kinds of birds in Patagonia. The one found In 
the South is the Rhea Darwlnll, and Is smaller than the Rhea 
Americana, which Inhabits the region near the river Negro- The 
former Is of a brown plumage, tipped with white ; the latter Is 
uniformly grey. The R. Darwlnll are extremely shy birds, and 
of a very^acute vision, so that without very swift dogs they are 
dlfflcult to catch. At the approach of danger the ostrich often 
crouches flat on the ground, with IU neck stretched under the 
grass and this Btratagem is successful enough when the wind Is 
blowing against the scent. But when the contrary Is the case, 
the dogs soon discover the hiding bird, which falls an easy prey, 
being apparently too bewildered to make any attempt at escape. 

When started In the open plain, however, the chase Is generally 
a vere ex“u“g one, c^HIng for all the skill and dexterity the 
hunter possesses. The birds double like hares, and before the 
dogs eaT^cover themselves are out of sight and danger. The 
bolas are the hunter’s great weapons In the chase, and the celerity 
and certainty with which these are wielded Is often the measure 
of the success of the hunt. Mr. B. says; As an instance of 
the Bklll which may be acquired In tbe use of the bolas. I have 
several times seen them thrown at a refractory colt, at full gal 
loo with such true aim as to make them alight round its hind 
legs and effectually pinion them without doing the animal any 
harm whatever-a feat which requires Immense confidence and 
nerve, as the bolas, which are very heavy, being generally made 
of stone or lead, have to be flung with considerable velocity.’ 

The chase of the ostrich Is varied by the hunting of the guan 
aco. These animals congregate In vast herds, and, relying upon 
their great speed, they are by no means shy. The guanaco has 
been described by Captain Mustersln his workon TaUgoniaas 
having the head of a camel, the body of a deer, the 
sheepfand the neigh of a horse. The wool to of »/* ddUh T £ 1 v 
low, intermixed with white In certain parts of 
abound everywhere In Patagonia, and one cannot ride far In any 
direction without bearing the shrill uclgblng of the sentinels 
which always outflank the main flock to give warning of ap¬ 
proaching danger. The flesh, when fit, s excellent, resembling 
beef; and the skins, sinews, wool, etc., all form valuable commo¬ 
dities for the hunter’s use or for trade at Santa Crus. 

Pumas are by no means scarce, though not at all welcome, vis¬ 
itors in these latitudes. They are not very brave, according to 
Mr. Beerbohm, but they have a knack of springing “P°° 
when least expected, and are very troublesome at night unless 


The Late Whyte Melville. 


Like a black, heavy cloud, choking the breath and pressing on 
the heart with a cold damp weight, came the news that spread 
from mouth to mouth at the Quorn meet at Rearsby, Dec. 6, 
“What, Whyte Melville of all men!” was the one first utterance 
of tbe ’hundred who there learned the loss of a dear friend, 
were there told of the sudden awful death of tbe man who in him 
self was almost the life and voice of fox-hunting, and there heard 
that the chase had brought the end of the one that It least of all 
could spare. It is not so much of Whyte Melville the writer, the 
poet, I am speaking, hut of Whyte Melville, the kindly friend, 
the genial fellow sportsman, the hearty companion, the courteous 
chivalrous gentleman. As a writer he was known everywhere; 
but It was so he was known and valued at Leicestershire—as 
In Gloucester, Northampton, Dor et, Devon and Somerset. 
Wherever he lived he endeared himself. Wherever he rode he 
rode for the love of hunting—without selfishness, without Jeal¬ 
ousy, and that, while others enjoyed themselves, he too might do 
so according to his bent. His was a nature that, while finding 
a leading pleasure In the study of others, was never cynical, bit¬ 
ter or unkind. Where smaller minds could make wit and jest 
out of fallings in those around him, he was ready, with ten times 
the humor, to make fun and story of material that Injured no 
oue directly or Indirectly. He busied himself, as I have said. In 
tbe study of those near him. But it was that he might learn 
their special Interests, and bring home to himself their peculiar 
tastes And thus it was that scarce anyone exchanged a morn¬ 
ing greeting with Whyte Melville, but to go on his way delighted 
that his life had something in It that met sympathy from without 
—and, better still, the sympathy of a man whose sympathy was 
worth having. For, out of the natural kindheartedness of a clever 
man grew the knack and habit, which at all times prompted 
him to say the right thing-a nice thing-to whomsoever he was 
thrown across. And he proved his sincerity by speaking no dif¬ 
ferently behind his neighbor’s back thau to his face. 8o men 
loved him. Englishmen do not often speak thus of their 
fellows; but many a man will say thus or think thus 
now Whyte Melville is dead. I mean to write no studied 

panegyric; but I must be allowed expression as one who looked 

up to him with admiration not only, but with affection, and who 
knows something of the feeling, evident and evinced, of others of 
a certain section. In Whyte Melville there was nothing antago¬ 
nistic. He never with all his acknowledged genius sought to pit 
himself or his opinions In combat. He never came roughly 
against the susceptibilities of his comrades, even to Indulge his 
vivid sense of humor. --- * warrn ' 


M. Stevens. He started three foxes in a few minutes of each 
otljfer, near Candler’s mountain. Two were black—and one was 
grey—-and the dogs divided in pursuit. For waot of hunters it 
was dlfflcult to pack tbe dogs Into one chase, but at last he sue 
ceeded In getting them after a very swift running fox. They 
bad been running hard for about four hours, wheu tbe fox passed 
Captain Harlow some two hundred or two hundred and fifty yards 
ahead of the houuda. It was a large black fox, so large that Cap. 
tain Harlow at first mistook It for one of his dogs. The hounds 
were gaining steadily on the fox, when it ran Into a yard, got 
among the fowls and bouses, and was set on and pursued by a 
cur dog. This disturbance enabled it to doable round the prem¬ 
ises and bothered the pack for some minutes, giving the fox a 
good start, and enabling it to make for tbe James river. They 
ran it near this city and It was lost. Captain Harlow says that 
the chase lasted six hours, and was In a hard location, and that 
he never saw so large and tall a fox, or one that ran better He 
says that any gentleman hunters who take tbe old Virginia fox 
hunter’s pride in their dogs, by visiting him can have ample op¬ 
portunity to test their speed and bottom after a Candler's mouit 
tain black fox .—Lynchburg (Fa.)

We cot)lejiow to the climate la which most of my readers live, 
and to which, “for better or worse, ” most of us are committed— 
the climate, namely, of the region east of the 100th meridian, or 
of the states from Maine to Florida and Mississippi. The annual 
means of beat range from 40 ° in the northern to 78 ° in the 
southern belt of states But from Canada to the Gulf, aud from 
tbe Atlantic to the Rocky Mountains, this vast region Is climatic¬ 
ally one. Throughout this great plain—for the old distinction 
between the climate of tbe Atlantic states and that of the Mis¬ 
sissippi Valley Is found to be untenable—we are still In a region 
of “excessive climates, ’’ corresponding In the main with those 
of the eastern Asiatic plain—of China and Tartary. Rapid and 
violent changes In heat, atmospheric pressure, moisture, and 
electric tension characterize our climate, the storms sweeping 
over this vast area with quite predictable regularity, moving from 
the mountains to the Atlantic upon “the eternal west wind” of 
North America. 

The difficulty Is to choose from the vast mass of observations 
which show these racking changes. The climate of St. Paul, 
Minnesota, fairly represent* that of the whole northwestern re¬ 
gion. Turning to the admirable Smithsonian temperature tables, 
by Charles A. Schott, we shall find it* yearly mean 42° ; a mean 
for the Winter of 15° (or 17° below the freezing-point), 41 8 
for the Spring, 68 ° for the 8uinmer, and 45° for the Autumn 
—a difference of 53° between the means of the Winter and of

It has been estimated that of all those who 
visit Minnesota with consumption only one in fifteen recovers. 
Tbe coldest region In the United States is In northern Minnesota 
and Dakota; toe hottest, the lower course of the Colorado and 
Gila rivers.
